K elly Rutherford has suffered 
another crushing blow in her 
six-year battle for her kids. 

A California judge ruled July 23 
that the state has no jurisdic- 
tion in the Gossip Girl actress’ fight 
against ex-husband Daniel Giersch, 

41, for sole custody of son Hermes, 8, 
and daughter Helena, 6. (Although the 
parents technically share legal cus- 
tody, the kids were sent to Monaco to 
live with their German businessman 
father in 2012 after his U.S. visa was 
revoked.) “If [they] have any connec- 
tion to California, it is tenuous at best,” 
Judge Mark Juhas, who previously 
ruled to let the kids spend the summer 
in New York with their mom, wrote 
in his decision. As it stands, Hermes 


and Helena will be forced to return 
to Monaco at the end of the summer. 
An emotional Rutherford, 46, who 
resides both in NYC and California, 
expressed her frustration: “I can only 
see this as a legal kidnapping by a 
California judge.” 

NOT GIVING UP Now, the ball is back 
in New York family court. After the 
ruling, Rutherford filed for custody 
with the state, hoping for a more 
favorable outcome. “[California’s 
decision] opens the door to New York 
courts finally having an opportunity 
to do the right thing,” her attorney 
Wendy Murphy told Us in a state- 
ment. “Hopefully, [this] will be the 
beginning of the end of the children’s 
forced exile — once and for all.”

But being on the receiving end of 
Garner’s ire only drove Ouzounian 
closer to Affleck. For months, 
the actor had been navigating his 
own frosty relationship with his 
estranged wife.

“At one point, Jen left to go work 
out and Ben actually sighed with 
relief.”

B obbi Kristina 
Brown’s family 
prayed for her 
until the very end. 
Gathered at her bedside in 
Peachtree Christian Hos- 
pice in Duluth, Georgia, 
July 26, the 22-year-old’s 
father, Bobby Brown, led 
her aunt and uncle, Pat 
and Gary Houston, and 
others in prayers and 
hymns. Her late mother, 
Whitney Houston, was 
there in spirit. “Whitney’s 
music had been playing 
on a constant loop,” says 
an insider. “The family 
all knew it was time to let 
Bobbi be with her mother.” 
By 8:17 p.m., she had taken 
her last breath. As the 
Browns and Houstons 
noted in a statement to Us 
that night, “She is finally at 
peace in the arms of God.” 

The months leading up 
to her death were far more 


tumultuous. The aspiring 
musician, who had a 
history of drug use, was 
found facedown in a bath- 
tub January 31 — almost 
three years to the day after 
her mother died in similar 
circumstances. While 
Bobbi Kristina remained 
in a coma, her family, 
who took her off life 
support June 24, accused 
one another of leaking 
information to the media 
and even selling a photo 
from inside her hospice 
room.
